Before the time for the execution 
both men appeared defiant, t'otke es­ 
pecially being very abusive to ev< ry 
one, while both cursed continually. 
A f t e r the death warrant had bei n read 
to the men in their cells. Oieke yelled 
through the window to the great crowd 
which gather* d outside to wftne s th* 
execution: 
' Damn you. don’t tie Im­ 
patient. we are coming.” 
When the sheriff and the doomed 
men mounted the scaffold Cooke again 
began to berate thor? about him. atli 
turning to the crowd, said 
“It's all 
a plot to kill nu ; damn you all. damn 
everybody. 
I ra going to die like * 
man 
"I am kilted for nothing but I am 
the bravest man in the state of Missis­ 
sippi. 
There is 111,000 waiting for 
anyone who will kill the cl**ven who 
made this plot 
I will b»> revenged, 
for everyone of this eleven will be 
killed and no questions will be asked 
They have murdered mc, hut revenge 
revenge, revenge'” 
Before he could say more the blac k 
raps were adjusted 
"Are you both ready?” asked the 
i sheriff. 
‘‘Yes.'* yelled Coeke through 
the folds of black. "Damn you people 
of Greenville, go to hell, all of you''

“ The cause of the accident is not 
known. The engineer, who was taken 
out from under the wreck alive and 
who lived about forty-five minutes, be­ 
ing conscious to the end, said there 
was plenty of water in the boiler at 
the time and he knew of no reason for 
the explosion. 
From all reports tile accident was a 
most dreadful on3. 
The conductor 
who was in the look-out of the ca­ 
boose. says the train was driving 
along at a speed of about fifteen miles 
an hour, when, without a moment’s 
warning, the l>oiler of tho locomotive 
exploded, mending the monster steel 
steed fully thirty feet in the air. 
In 
its descent the engine turned com­ 
pletely over, end for end. and fill on 
its back a mass of wreckage, the pilot 
headed in directly the opposite direc­ 
tion from what it had been.

the engine was in the air the cars of 
the train shot underneath it a distance

123 and for some lime had T een looked 
upon by railroad men as a hoodoo. 
A number of years ago the engine wa* 
so badly wrecked by an explosion 
thatlit had to be practically rebuilt. 
It is the same engine from which 
Fireman Charles Mitchell fell at the 
gravel pit west of this city about a 
year ago. The engine had just been 
overhauled at the shops. 
Engineer 
John 
Connaty, 
whose 
death occurred forty-five minutes after 
the accident occurred,resided at Wash­ 
ington. 
He wa* a member of the 
Brothel hood of Locomotive Engineers 
and one of the most reliable engineers 
on the road. 
Fireman Mike Muster, resided at 
Washington where he leaves a wife 
and two children. 
He was a member 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and was very popular.
